WHITE SLEEPING INSIDE. 


AT THE BUSINESS, I (OFFICER PATTON) OBSERVED A MALE WHITE 
(LATER IDENTIFIED AS SUSPECT DAVIS) LYING ON A BENCH LOCATED 
IN THE NORTH WEST SECTION OF THE BUSINESS. 


| CONTACTED THE SLEEPER AND ADVISED THEM OF THE VIOLATION OF 
TRESPASSING. THE SUSPECT SAT-UP, LOOKED AT ME AND SAID. “MA 
CUSTOMER.” | TOLD HIM PER THE MANAGEMENT (SERVIANO DAY 
SHIFT MANAGER) HE EXCEEDED THE 30 MINUTE TIME LIMIT ALLOWED 
TO CUSTOMERS TO CONSUME THEIR FOOD. 


SUSPECT DAVIS REPLIED. “OK, | BEEN HERE 28 MINUTES, SO, | HAVE 
TWO MINUTES LEFT.” BOTH OFFICERS STOOD BY. AFTER SEVERAL 
MINUTES PASSED, WE ASKED THE SUSPECT TO LEAVE THE BUSINESS. 
SUSPECT DAVIS STOOD-UP AND SAID, “THIS IS MCDONALDS. I DO NOT 
HAVE TO LEAVE. I’M NOT TRESPASSING.” 


WE AGAIN ADVISED THE SUSPECT OF THE VIOLATION OF TRESPASSING 
AND ASKED HIM TO LEAVE THE BUSINESS OR HE WOULD BE ARRESTED 
FOR TRESPASSING...

SUSPECT DAVIS REFUSED TO LEAVE THE BUSINESS YELLING, “I’M NOT 
LEAVING.”...“YOU CAN’T ARREST ME. | AM NOT TRESPASSING”. WE 
ADVISED SUSPECT DAVIS THAT HE WAS UNDER PRIVATE PERSON 
ARREST POWERS GRANTED UNDER CALIFORNIA PENAL CODE 837, FOR 
TRESPASSING. OFFICER STERLING REQUESTED BACK UP VIA HIS 
RADIO. 


AS WE ATTEMPTED TO SECURE SUSPECT DAVIS ARMS TO HAND-CUFF 
HIM, HE (DAVIS) STARTED TWISTING HIS BODY FROM SIDE TO SIDE TO 
PREVENT US FROM HANDCUFFING HIM. 


| (OFFICER PATTON) TOOK HOLD OF THE FRONT OF HIS SWEAT SHIRT 
AND PULLED HIM FORWARD. THE FORWARD MOVEMENT CAUSED US 
TO FALL AGAINST THE FEMALE RESTROOM DOOR WHICH WAS NOT 
LOCKED, WHICH RESULTED WITH BOTH OF US FALLING TO THE FLOOR. 


| (OFFICER PATTON) LANDED ON MY LEFT SIDE, WHILE SUSPECT DAVIS 
LANDED ON HIS RIGHT SIDE. OFFICER STERLING TOOK CONTROL OF 
SUSPECT DAVIS RIGHT SHOULDER, TURNING HIM OVER AND ONTO HIS 
STOMACH. AT THIS POINT, I (OFFICER PATTON) TOOK CONTROL OF THE 
SUSPECT LEFT ARM USING AN ARM CONTROL HOLD. OFFICER 
STERLING WAS ABLE TO APPLY ONE CUFF TO THE SUSPECT LEFT 
WRIST. | (OFFICER PATTON) PLACED THE SECOND CUFF ONTO SUSPECT 
DAVIS RIGHT WRIST. 


ONCE THE SUSPECT WAS SECURE, HE WAS ESCORTED OUT OF THE 
BUSINESS AND PLACED INTO THE REAR SEAT OF OUR PATROL VEHICLE.
